er regard to my private Advantage than to the 
good of the Afflicted, for by theſe Remedies I 
have Cured numbers of the Venereal Diſeaſe | 
&c. and can aſſure the Afflicted, I never knew 
them fail, where the Patient took them Regular, 


and followed the Directions given there with. 


This Treatiſe will likewiſe be found to be of | 
the greateſt Service in the Navy and Army, | |. 
where theſe Diſorders are ſo prevailent; and if | 
properly made uſe of, will be a means of pre- 
venting the Military Hoſpitals (both at home 
and abroad) from being Crowded with ſuch 
numbers of Miſerable Objects afflicted with the 
above Diſorders. 


For if the following Remedies recommended

in this Treatiſe are made uſe of on the firſt 
appearance'of the Diſorder, the Complaint will 


be carried off in a ſhort Time, without any 


farther Trouble or Inconvenience to the Patient, 
and ſo prevent thoſe diſmal Symptoms which 


always attend a Confirm'd Pox. 


But this Treatiſe will be found to be of the 
greateſt Benefit to thole who (after having 
Contracted the Malady) cither through Shame, 
or for want of Money, let their Diſorder run 
on them till they have become Incurable, and 
then the unhappy Perſon (though perhaps in 
the Prime of Years) is rendered loathſome to 
the World, and miſerable to himſelf, till bis 
Paſſport is ſigned for the other World, and he 
is buried out of Sight, and perhaps without the 
leaſt pity from any Acquaintance Whatever, 
For this Treatiſe will an{wer the ends of both, 
by pointing out Remedies for the one, whereby 


they may Cure themſelves without making their 


vi] 


Caſe known to any one; and to the other, by 


the Remedies being of ſmall Expence. 


I muſt confeſs it a difficult Matter to lay down 


one general Rule for the Cure of a Diſorder 


attended with ſuch a variety of different Symp- 


toms, but this difficulty is removed by conlider- 


ing, that, this Diſorder always ariſes from one 


and the ſame Cauſe, as ſhall hereafter be 
declared. 


Now after all has been ſaid, if any Perſon 


afflicted ſhall receive a Cure from the following 
Remedies, let them forſake thoſe adulterous Paths 
(by which theſe Diſorders are generally Con- 
tracted) and ſeriouſly conſider that Text in 
Scripture, viz. That no Whoremonger, nor 
Adulterer, nor unclean Perſon ſhall enter the 
Kingdom of God,

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CHAP; itt. 
Of a Gonorrhaa or Clap. 


HIS is always got by Contract, by a Man's 
laying with an impure Woman, and ge- 
nerally makes its appearance in a few Days 


after connection with the infected Perſon. 


The firſt Symptom obſervable is uſually an 
agreeable Senſation in the whole, or the greateſt 
part of the Urinary Paſſage: At this time none, 
or ſcarce any diſcharge is perceived on the 
Linen; then an uneaſineſs about the parts of 


Generation, together with an appearance of a 
little whitiſh, or rather water- coloured Matter 
about the Orifice of the Urethra; but oftener 


it is whitiſh, and differs in colour and conſiſt- 
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ence daily; becoming Yellow, Greeniſh, and 
ſometimes ſtreaked with Blood, (which colour 
ſhews it to be more Virulent.) f 


There is alſo an Inflamation and Swelling 
about the Orifice of the Urethra; in this caſe 
there is a degree of Pungency on the evacuation 
of Urine: The heat of Urine is ſcarce perceived 
in voiding it, but immediately after, the Patient 
feels an extream heat throughout the whole 
duct of the Urethra, but more eſpecially at its ter- 


mination in the Glands. A Tenſion and hard- 


neſs is perceived through the whole length of 
the Urethra, and a ſenſation of ſtricture in the 
Penis, particularly during an Erection, at which 
Time the Penis ſeems as if pulled downwards 
by a Cord. This is called a Contraction of the 


Frænum, or Bridle of the Penis, and vulgarly 
called a Cordec. The Matter diſcharged from 


the Urethra increaſes in quantity and loſes its 


adheſiveneſs, appears thinner and is more ill- 


— 
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coloured. It frequently happens that the Penis 
becomes Involuntary and frequently erected; 


eſpecially when warm in Bed. This is called a 
Priapiſmus or Cordee. Sometimes an Inflame 


mation in the Prepuce or Foreſkin confines it 
from being drawn back, and thus forms a Phy- 


moſis; or being drawn behind the Glaus cannot 
be returned, and is then called a Paraphymo- 
fs.—Shankers, Buboes in the Groin, inflamed 
and ſwelled Teſticles, theſe are ſymptoms in a 
Clap, but ſometimes they are ſymptoms of a 
Confirmed Pox. When a Gonorrhza has long 


continned, it ſometimes produces a Stricture or 
Caruncles in the Urethra, and occaſions a difh- 
culty in the evacuation of the Urine, which is 
often attended with Pain, the Urine flowing out 
in a ſmall Stream or only by Drops. 


Women are not ſubject to ſo great a variety 


of Symptoms as Men; their chief Complaints 
B

are a difficulty of Urine and a Running, attend- 
ed with Shankers and Warts, both within and 


without the Labiz-pudendz, as alſo with Tumors 
in the Groin, called Buboes. 


Having deſcribed the principle Symptoms of 
a Gnorrhza or Clap, or firſt ſtage of the Vene- 
real Dilcaſe, I ſhall give you the method of pre- 
paring the Medicines I make Uſe of in the Cure 
of Venereal Complaints, Gleets &c. and next 
proceed to the Cure of the forementioned 


Symptoms, as ſome of them require External 


Applications. 


The PRESCRIPTION for Preparing the 
MEDICINE 


Which I call the Neapolitan Specific Drops. 
Take four Ounces of the Alkaline Tincture 


of Antimony ; 
Gum Guaiacum in powder, half an Ounce; 


Balſam of Peru, half an Ounce; 


Balſam of Capivi, balf an Ounce;

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Oil of Saſſafras, half a Dram; 
Mix theſe together and digeſt them three or four 
Days, often ſhaking them: Let it ſettle and 


pour off what is fine. The Doſe is 20 or 30 
Drops three times a Day, in a Glaſs of Water. 
When taken for a Gonorrhza or Clap, you 
muſt take as much Salt-prunella in powder as 


will lay upon a Six-pence in the firſt and laſt 


Doſe; which, if the Diſorder is freſh Contract- 


ed, will effect a Cure in a ſhort Time; but if 
the Diſorder has been of a long ſtanding, or has 


returned again after being thought Cured, let 


the Patient take about three or four Doſes of the 


following Electuary*; and afterwards keep to the 
Drops 'till the Cure is compleated. Yau muſt 
alſo obſerve to take the Drops the Day you do 
not take the Purge, This I thought good to 
ſay here that I might not (in the Cure of the 
Prevailent Symptoins) repeat the ſame thing 


again,

* For a Confirmed Pox. 

Take half an Ounce of Lenitive EleQuary; 
Jallap in powder, one Dram; 
Cream of Tartar, half an Ounce 
Salt-prunella in powder, one Dram; 
Diaphoretic of Antimony, one Dram 
Prepared Calomel, half a Dram ; 

Mix theſe Powders well together in a Mortar, 

then add the Lenitive Electuary, and make it 


into a proper Conſiſtence with a little Solutive 
Syrup of Roſes, or Buckthorn. 


The Doſe is the bigneſs of a large Nutmeg, 


taken at Night going to Bed, and the like quan- 
tity the next Morning. Repeat twice a Week, 


drinking warm Gruel or ſome other warm Li- 
quor as it operates. | 


If the above quantity ſhould purge too much, 
ſo as to fatigue, you mult leſſen the quantity the 
next Doſe; but if the firſt mentioned quantity 


ſhould not give two or three motions, the next

Morning following the Patient muſt take a 
Doſe of Salts. 


If the heat of Urine continues obſtinate, not- 
withſlanding the uſe of the above Medicines, let 
the Patient take the diuretic cooling Electuary, 
as mentioned in the next Chapter, 


The method of taking the above Medicines for a 
Confirmed Pox is as follows. 
Take twenty or thirty Drops three times a 


Day; but you muſt leave out the Salt-prunella,

Before I come to treat of the Cure of the a- 


forementioned Symptoms, I ſhall give a few In- 


ſtances of the ſpeedy effects of theſe Medicines, 


ia the Cure of Venereal Complaints. 


A Young Man having contracted this Diſor- 
der, he accordingly had recourſe to ſeveral Re- 
medies recommended to him; but without the 
deſired Effect. He at length applied to me. I 
accordingly gave him the Drops, and three 
Doſes of the EleQluary, which in a ſhurt time 
effected a Cure. 


Another Inſtance of a Perſon who had a 
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long Time been afflicted with this Diſorder. | 


Having had connection with an infected Per» 
ſon, in a few Days after he perceived the Diſ- 
order upon him: He took lome Remedy re- 
commended to him, which in a few Days put a 
ſtop to the Running: He therefore thought him. 
ſelf Cured. But in a ſhort time afterwards, ke 
complained of Pains all over his Body, particu- 


larly in his Shins and Shoulder Bones. He 
happened to relate his Caſe to a Friend of his, 


who told him he had got the Pox; and there- 
fore recommended a certain Medicine to him, 
which he told him would Cure him: He ac- 


cordingly applied for ſome of the Medicine and 


took it according to the Directions, which how- 


ever had the good fortune to cauſe a return of 


the Running; which appeared very Virulent: 


He continued the Medicine a long Time, but 


perceived very liule abatement of his Diſorder. 


He at laſt applied to me: I gave him about three 
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Dofes of the Hlectuary, which with the Drops 


in about a fortnight compleated a Cure. 


Another Inſtance of the effects of the Drops. 
In this Diſorder a young Gentleman having 


contracted the Malady, in a few Days aſter he 
perceived the Inſection upon him: He related 
his Caſe to Me: I accordingly gave him the 
Drops according to the Directions, which in a 
ſhort Time put a ſtop to the Diſorder. 


The above mentioned Drops are excellent in 
curing Glects, and the Flour Albus, a Diſorder 
incident to Women. The method of taking 
them for-theſe Diſorders, is to take them only 


Night and Morning, twenty or thirty Drops at 


a Time, in a Glaſs of Water, or a little Wine 
and Water, or in a little Tea; but you muſt 
leave out the Salt-prunella. 


I could give a great number of Inſtances of 
the good effects of theſe Remedies in the Cure 


of theſe Diſorders; but I ſhall for the preſent

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leave all further Praiſe of cheir Virtues to choſe 


who may try their Effects. 


come now to the Cure of the aforementioned 
Symptoms, and firſt of the Cure of a Phymoſſis. 
„Let the Patient foment the part four or five 
times a day with this following Fomentation. 

Take of Linſeed, Camomile Flowers, Marſh 
Mallows, St. Johns Wort, and Elder Flowers, of 
each one handful, boil them in three Quarts of 
Water till it comes to two, then ſtrain it off;

Fn This Symptom ſometimes happens in this Diſ- 
N order, and requires the ſame treatment as men- 


tioned for a Phymoſſis. 
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Of Shankers and method of Cure. 
Shankers are ſmall eating Ulcers, formed on 
the ſkin of the Yard, or on the Glans, or in the 
hollow behind it ; they appear at firſt like a ſmall 
red Pimple filled with a tranſparent flued, be- 


coming ſometimes White; theſe break and pro- 
duceſmall ſpreading Ulcers, the edges of which 


arc hard, and the bottom is uſually covered with 
a viſcid mucus, which looks like melted tallow : 
when theſe Ulcers ariſe on the Glans of the 
Yard or inſide of the Penis ſoon after Infection, 


they are local, byt when they appear on other 


parts of the Body, they are Symptoms of a Con- 
firmed Pox. Theſe Shankers muſt be drefſed 


with the following Ointment once a day. 


Ointment for Shankers, 
Take of Egyptiacum half an Ounce, 


Make it into the conſiſtence ol a ſoft Ointment 
with Powder of Ceruſs; dreſs them once a Day 


with a little of this Ointment upon a bit of

ker: 
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lint. But if they are Ulcers or ſpurious Shan. 


kers, dreſs them with the Cerate as mentioned 


for the Cure of Ulcers on the Glans Penis. 


Inflamation and Swelling of the Teſlicles and 
Method of Cure. 

This Symptom may happen either in the firſt 
or ſecond Stage. In the firſt Stage it is often 
cauſed by the ſtoppage of the Running. In the 
fecond Stage it is generally cauſed by the Vene- 
real Matter being concealed in the Blood, mixes 


with the Semen and becomes Inſpiſſiated, and will 


* cauſe an Obſtruction and Stagnate in the Spe- 


matic Veſſels. 
In this caſe you mult be ſure to take a dole of 


the Electuary twice a Week, and apply the Loti- 
on in the ſame manner as mentioned for a Phy- 


moſſis. You muſt alſo obſerve to keep the Tel- 
ticles well truſſed up, and to lay much on the 


Back, if the Patient conveniently can: and after 


the Inflamation and Swelling are abated, if any 
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hardneſs remains (which ſometimes happens) let 


the Patient rub a little Mercurial Ointment mix- 
ed with a little Camphor into the Teſticles every 


Night. 
Buboes and Method of Cure. 

Theſe are Tumors in the Groin, and appear 
ſometimes in one Groin' and ſometimes in both. 
Theſe Bubocs though they appear in a Gonorr- 
bæa or Clap, yet are ſometimes Symptoms of a 
Conſirmed Pox; eſpecially if they ariſe in any 
conſiderable time after a connection with an in- 
fected Perſon; and are likewiſe attended with Ve- 
nereal Ulcers or any other Venereal Symptoms. 

When the Perſon firſt perceives the Buboe, 
let him rub as much as a nut of the Mercurial 
Ointment upon the part every Night, and take 
a doſe of the Electuary twice a Week: but if 
after you have taken two or three doſes of the 
Eleftuary you perceive the Buboe grow apace, 
you muſt leave off the Purging Medicine and on- 
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ly keep to the Drops, and promote a diſcharge 
the way which ſeems natural by applying a Plail- 


ter of Diachylon with Gums, renewing it once a 
day till it breaks or is ripe for opening: then 
preſs out the Matter and drels it with che fol- 
lowing Digellive once a day till well, 

Take of Yellow Baſilicon one Ounce, 

Of Red Precipitate in fine Powder half a 

Dram, 

Camphor a Scruple, diſſolved in a little 
Sweet Oil; mix them well together. 
You muſt ſpread a little of this Ointment 

upon a bit of lint or fine tow, the bigneſs of 
the Orifice, and apply it to the Part; and over 
it lay a Plaiſter of the aforementioned Diachylon, 
During the time of uſing the aforementioned 
applications, you mult take a doſe of the Elec- 
tuary once a Week till it is almoſt well, and 


then leave it oft and continue the Drops till the 


Cure is finiſhed.

Caruncles and Striffure in the Uretira and Mec+ 
thod of Cure, 

Caruncles in the Urethra. This Symptom 
rarely takes place before the Running is nearly 
flopped. The Ulcers in the Urethra healing, 
leave a Cicatrix or ſpongy ſubſtance, Which 
checks the free paſſage of the Urine, and ſome- 
times cauſes a total ſuppreſſion. 

A Stricture in the Urethra, (which is a Con- 
traction, ſhrivelling and thickening of the Mem- 
branes that immediately lines the Urethra) is 
fometimes miſtaken for a Taruncle, but the Cure 
is the ſame, When the Patient is afflicted with 
theſe troubleſome and dangerous Symptoms, let 


him rub as much as a nut of Mercurial Ointment - 


mixed with a little Camphor under the Urethra 
every Night, and take a doſe of the Electuary 
twice a Week, and every other day paſs a ſmall 
Bougie up the Urethra till it reaches above the 


place affected, letting it remain there half an 
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Hour or an Hour at a time if it does not cauſe 
much pain. The Bougies are made after the fol- 
lowing manner, which is Riveriuss Compoſition, 
| Take of Olive Oil two Ounces, 
Yellow or Bees Wax one Ounce, 
Red Lead and Ceruſs in fine Powder of 
each {ix Drams, 


Venice Turpentine and White Roſin each 


one Dram; 


Mix theſe together and melt them in an earthen 
pipkin or ladle, then dip in ſome pieces of chin 


Cambrick which muſt be cut a little tapering and 
roll it to the ſize you would have it. You muſt 
begin with a ſmall Bougie fi:{t, and increaſe them 
gradually. Obſerve to rub the Bougie firſt with 
Sweet Oil. 

Though this method might not have a ſpeedy 
effect. yet by perſiſting, time will get the better; 
for theſe Symptoms require a long time and pa- 


tience before they are cured. 
D 
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Having now given the method of curing the 
principle Symptoms in the firſt Stage of this Diſ- 
order, I ſhall next deſcribe the principle Symp- 
toms of a Confirmed Pox and Method of Cure. 


— 
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CHAP. ad. 
Of a Confirmed Pox. 


Confirmed Pox is generally owing to the 
Patients neglect, in not taking proper care 


of a Clap before the Venom infects the Blood 


and Juices, or by the application of aſtringent 
Medicines (the Running being ſtopp'd before 
due cleanſing) the Venom by the ends of the ca- 
pillary Veins, makes its paſfage into the Blood 
and Lympha, and by the Laws of Circulation 
ſpread it all over the Body. 

A Confirmed Pox may be caught without a 


previous Clap or Gonorrhza, by external Con- 
tract, as lying and touching the pocky Sores of 
ſuch as have them Running upon them ; drinking 


Ire 
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after ſuch as have pocky Ulcers in their Mouths} 
as alſo ſucking a pocky Woman, or giving ſuck 
to a nocky Child. 
Ik this Diſeaſe comes from the Parents, it is cal- 
led Hereditary, and then it generally breaks out 


in any part of the Body; but the mot common 
way of contracting the Infection is by Coition, 
and then the Diſorder firſt appears about the 
Genitals. By this we may conclude that where 


the infection is firſt caught, there it generally 
makes its firſt appearance. 
Before I come to deſcribe the Signs and Symp- 


toms of the lecond Stage of this Diſorder, it may 
not be unacceptable to the Reader to give a de- 


ſcription ot the nature of the Venereal Virus, 
why lo called, and how ut is conveyed to either 
Man or Woman in the act of Cuiton, Which! 
ſhall endeavour to do from the Words of a very 
learned Author. 

This Venereal Virus (ſays he) is a peculiar 
Acid, differing from all other Acids; ſuch as are

oppoſite and even deſtructive one of another: as 


Leven, Vinegar, Verjuice, Juice of Lemons, Juice | 


of Citrons, Spirit of Allum, Spirit and Oils of 
Vitriol and Sulphur, Spirit of Nitre, Aqua-fottis, 
Aqua-regis, &c. all which conſiſt of Acid Parti- 
cles differing one from another, in form, quanti- 
ty, quality, and manner of Operation. So in 
| this Diſeaſe the Acid does as much differ from all 
others, being impregaated with a peculiar Poi- 
ſon, with which it infects by degrees all the Juices 
of the Human Body; yet ſome Juices or Hu- 
mours more eaſily and peculiarly than others, 
and afterwards the others in order; for that like 
leaven, being once mixed with them, it cauſes 
ſuch a ferment, which at length infects and poi- 
ſons their whole Maſs: not much unlike to the 
foam or ferment and poiſon of a Mad Dog, 
which gradually inſinuates itſelf into the Blood 
and Lympha, ſo much, till it effects the ſame thing 
and diſorder in a Man, which was aQually in 
the diſeaſed Dog. 


. 
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But this Venereal and Virulent Acid has 


ſomething elſe in it which other Acids have not- 


to wit, that it contains and is replete with a vaſt 


number of poiſonous minute Animalcula, which 
as well gnaw and eat, as poilon by their Venom, 


and fo corrupt firſt the external parts of the Ge- 
nitals; then going farther, ſeize greedily upon 
the firſt Juices, and (till increaſing in number and 
magnitude, gather ſtrength ſo much that if not 
timely overcome by lome proper Medicines 
which may enervate and kill them, they prey 
upon the next adjacent parts, and ſo make an 


univerſal forcible inroad into the Blood and 


Lympha, cauſing a wonderful Diſcraſy, and poi- 

ſoning or corrupting their whole Maſs, Jeſus 
the Son of Sirach in Eccleſiaſticus, Chap. 19- 
ii. iii. ſeems to ſay the ſame thing. He that 


** cleaves to Harlots will become. Impudent, 


„ Moths and Worms ſhall have him for their 
7 « Heritage.” Whereby Moths and Worms 


ſ 


preying upon the Vital Juices and Fleſhy Sub- 
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ſlance, thoſe aforenamed Animalcula may eaſily 
be underſtood. 

The parts affected are firſt the Genitals, (when 
gotten by Coition) then it infects the parts ad- 
jacent, after which it corrupts the Seed and Semi- 
nal Veſſels, and making its farther progrels, it 


contaminates the Blood and Lympha, which by 


circulation infect the Muſcalious Fleſh in all parts 


of the Body, eſpecially thoſe parts which are 
moll Brawny; then thoſe places which are Ner- 
vous, and laſtly the Bony parts according as it 


makes its way: it corrupts the Thighs, Back and 
Reins, and creeping upwards, aftects the Arms, 


Neck and Face with breakings out; and the 
Head itſelf, either with molt vehement and intol- 


lerable Pains, or elſe with Tumors and Exulce- 
rations to that degree, as either to caule Deafnels, 
the loſs of Sight, or a Rottenneſs of the Crani. 
um and Bones of the Noſe; ſo that in ſome Pa- 
tients, large pieces of the Skull have been taken 


away. 
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The remote or prime cauſe of this Diſeaſe is 
Coition with an impure Perſon, which experi- 
ence and reaſon do evince: For as the Pox pro- 
ceeds originally from the adulteration or mixing 
of various Seeds in the ſame Womb, which by 
continued and repeated acts of uncleanneſs in- 
flames the parts, and cauſes a corruption of the 
ſame Seeds; it follows, that this Putridity, like a 
ferment, works and infects the Woman, creates 
Ulcers and a Virulent Running, which by de- 
grees entering into the Maſs of Blood and Hu- 
mours, is conveyed all over the whole Body; 
and as a poiſonous ferment leavens the whole 
Subſtance, not only of the Genital Parts, but of 
the Fleſh itſelf, fo that the Woman becomes af- 
fected with a Confirmed Pox. Im. 

This Virulent Matter in the Woman becomes 
Contagious, ſo that a ſound Man lying with her 
preſently becomes infected with this Venereal 
and Poiſonous Matter, which ſeizing upon the 
parts of the Penis. as Preputium, Glans, Urethra. 
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Proſtatæ, Paraſtatæ, Semen, &c. by length of 


time and ill management, inſinuates itſelf into his 
Blood; where fermenting, it corrupts and putri- 
fies the ſame, and if not quickly cured, cauſes 


the Signs and Symptoms of .the Diſeaſe to ap- 
| pear and manifeſt themſelves in many parts of 


the Body, and ſometimes through the whole Bo- 


dy in ſeveral degrees, and in various forms and 
manneis, according to the State and Virulency 
of the Diſeaſe, and as the Pox is more or leſs 
inveterate and malign. 


Again ſuch an infected and RE Man, hav- 


ing Coition with a ſound Woman, by Contra 
infeds her in like manner with the ſame Diſeaſe ; 


for the Virulent Particles of the Virus and Con- 


taminated Sperm being ejaculated into the 


Womb, ſeize upon it and the parts contiguous, 
and taints her with this Diſeaſe in the ſame mans, 
ner as a pocky Woman infects a Man; in whom 
(without good remedies, are immediately and 


ſpecdily applied) the Venereal poiſon inſinuating 
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iſle intg, the Blood and Lympha, it oyer-turny 
che healthy Habit, and profligates the Vital Gon- 
gruity.; ſo that in no long time after, all the 
Symptoms of the Diſlemper manifeſt themſelves 
in their uſual forms of appearances, 
This Diſeaſe: may be gotten more ways than 
by Coition (as mentioned in the firſt part of this 
Chapter) for as it is a contagious. Diſtemper, ſo 
it is natural to propagate itſelf by Contact, ſees 
ing the true cauſe of it is a virulent ferment.

Faintneſs and Waſting of the Body, Piles, and 


produces an Inflamation there, and ſometimes a' 


loſs of Sight; falling on the Ears, a deafneſs and 
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ſome diſorders incident to Women; as Vapours, 


ſuppreſſion of the Terms, cancerous Ulcers in the 


Womb, frequent Abortions; and indeed the ve- 
nereal Diſcaſe in its Confirmed State has the ap- 
pearance of a number of other Diſeaſes not re- 
ſembling the Pox, though they come from that

It muſt be obſerved that the aſorementioned 
Symptoms are never met with all at once, to one 
and the ſai. e Perſon, but ſome of them to one 
Perſon, and other ſome of them to another; and 
allo to one and the ſame Perſon, ſome of them 

one time, and others of them at another, ac, 
cording to the ſtrength of the Virus, and the pro- 
grels which it makes in the Body, and as the 
Diſeaſe is recent or inveterate. | 
| | That Pox which 1s Hereduary is ſcarcely ever 
to be cured. That which is gotten by Coition, 


the more recent, the more ealy it is to be cured; 


the more inveterate and ſtubborn, the more 


difficult: Again, that which þag the milder and

fewer Symptoms, is eaſier to be cured than 


that which has the more violent, and more in 


number. BE. 

A Simple Pox, or that of the firſt production, 
is eaſter to be cured than that which is Pox upon 
Pox; or where the Diſeaſe has been repeated 
many Times. A Pox in Youth or middle Age, 
or in a ſtrong or healthy Conſtitution, is more 
eaſily cured than that in old Age, or ill habit of 
Body; and it is ſo much the more difficult to 
cure, as it is more radicated or confirmed. 


This Diſeaſe is not often mortal, for ſome have 


had it many years, and when they Died, it was 


rather from ſome other Diſeaſe or Diſorder than 
from that; but when by ill management, or by 
the wilfulneſs of the Patient, it ſhall arrive to 
that ſtage of incurability, which is when the Vi- 
rus diſcharges itſelf on ſome noble Part, and 
corrupts it; as the Brain, Lungs, Meſentery, 
Teſticles, Spinæ, Medulla, Marrow of the Bones, 
xc. For beſides the loſs of ſubſtance, which can

never be repaired, the evil Symptoms accompa- 
nying, and the noble Part which is affected, ad- 
mit of no Remedy; ſo the Diſeaſe becomes in- 
curable, and Death only 'puts an end to that mi- 
ſerable Life. ; 

Having nov deſcribed the Nature and Symp- 


toms, I ſhall next proceed to the cure of the ſe- 


cond ſtage of this Diſorder, or what is called a 


Univerſal or Conkrmed Pox. And as ſome 
Symptoms require topical, or external applicati- 
ons in order to effect a compleat cure, I have 
ſelected the tew following, which I have in gene- 
ral found to anſwer. At the time the Patient 
is uling theſe external applications, he muſt take 
according to the directions, the Remedies men- 
tioned in the firſt Chapter, (except where it is 
otherwiſe directed.) And their uſe muſt be con- 
tinued till every Symptom has diſappeared; for 
if the Patient ſhould leave off the uſe of theſe (or 
any other Remedies recommended for the cure 
of this Diſorder) before they are perfedly cur- 


| 
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ed, the Diſorder will in time break out again, 
not only with all its former Symptoms, but often 
with a tribe of others, and whillt under cure the 
Patient muſt abſtain from all Liquors in which 


there is a Latent Acid, as ſtrong Ale, ſtrong and. 


ſtale Beer, alſo all ſorts of Wines, Brandies, 
firong Waters and Punch. 


Cure of the Prevailent Symptoms. 
Buboes, Shankers and ſwelled Teſticles. The 


cure of theſe have been mentioned in the: firſt 


Chapter, but I muſt add in this place (though 
fomewhat out of courſe) a ferv other inſtructions 


with regard to the cure of Buboes, and theſe are 


when the Buboe arrives to a ſtate of maturation, 
which is known by the foftneſs of the Tumor at 
the top, and the decreaſe of Pain and Pulſation 
in the Part; when it arrives at this ſlate, if it 
ſhould not break of its own accord, it muſt be 
opened. The beſt and ſaſeſt method is with a 


Cauſlic in the following manner. Lay a piece 
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of licking Plaiſter on the ſoft part of the Tumor 


or Buboe, having before hand cut a hole in it 


nearly as big as you would have the Eſchar to 


be made; then in the hole of the Plaiſter lay the 
Cauſtic, which; is made thus. 


Take of Thich Lime, freſh from the Kiln, _— 
der it and mix it with an equal quantity of ſoft 
Soap, (this mult always be prepared at the time 


of uſing) and over it you mull lay another piece 


of ſticking Plaiſter; let it remain on two or three 


Hours, according to the thickneſs of the Skin: 
When the effect of the Cauſtic is compleated, the 
part on which it is applied generally ceaſes to be 

uneaſy. When the Cauſtic hath produced its 
ellecl, make an opening through the Eſchar for 
the diſcharge of the Pus, che Eſchar will ſeparate 
itſelf in two or three Days and come away with 
the Dreſſings.
